A VOICE IN THE WILDERNESS 
It is interesting to read that at least one 


Democratic paper has finally discovered 
there is such a tiling as taxes.

NOBLE MEN 


The news correspondents have told how 


more than a thousand Allied war prisoners 
emerged from a German "hell camp" at 
Stiringwendel when liberated by the Ameri- 
can Seventh Army. They were described by 
Robert Vermillion of the United Press as 
"dirty, diseased, crippled, some marching, 
some nmning, some hobbling." Some of the 
Poles had been prisoners since 1939.' Six 
hundred were tubercular, four had typhus, 
four were insane. Some of them had died 
soon after their liberation. The Germans had 
abandoned them to their fate, as being "too 
far gone to remove." 


Capt. Bernard Nurre of California said 


they were "the most miserable lot he had 
ever seen," But they were still men, and 
they had not lost their chivalry and their 
manners. Hungry as they were, with their 
first real meal in months set before them, 
"not 
one man wolfed his ,'food." They all 


waited patiently until every man was served, 
before they started to cat. Then they did 
something that brought tears to the eyes ol 
onlookers. It was an unheard-of thing. These 
hungry 
and' tobacco-starved 
Yugoslavs, 


Italians, Frenchmen and Poles collected all 
the tobacco the Americans had given them, 
and handed it to the Russian camp comman- 
dant, to show their appreciation of the Rec 
Army's victories. 


The 
equally 
tobacco-starved 
Russians 


thanked them gravely, and handed back the 
cigarettes. How, many of us comfortable 
people here at home would have behaved so? 


SUDETEN GERMANS 


"We don't want them." So President 


Eduard Bcncs of Czechoslovakia spoke of 1lv 
Sudctcnland Germans, whose appeals to Hit- 
ler against Czech nilc were the forerunner 
of the war. With the Czechs about to regain 
their freedom, the Sudeten Germans bccomi 
a problem. They proved an indigestible mor- 
sel before: Bencs thinks they will again. So 
he will encourage, jicrhaps, comi>cl, their 
migration. 


Many of the ;"..OOCU»00 Sudeten Germans 


have already gone. The professional agita- 
tors were disaj'jKjintcd not to have received 
more recognition when Uilkr look control.

Much talk goes on among the politicians about 


low small business Is to be aided after the war and 
obviously it the capitalistic competitive economy is 
o continue in .the United States, we dare not per- 
mit monopolies' to exist under any circumstances. 
The neighborhood grocer and butcher, the family- 
owned factory, the little fellow who makes one 
commodity Is a prime factor in the American way 
ot life—and he must be protected against dcstruc- 
ion by taxes and by overwhelming enterprises, pri- 
•ate or government-owned, that tend In the dircc- 
ion of non-competitive monopolies. 


On the oilier, hand, we arc faced by the serious 


difficulty that sonic businesses ciinnot 
be 
1 small, 


•'or instance, a steel plant cannot bc-startcd on a 
shoestring. The plant and equipment of a 
new 


steel, aluminum, magnesium, automobile or heavy 
chemical enterprise runs far into the tens o[ mil- 
ions—perhaps SIOO.000,000 to l»sin wilh. And 
that is not a small business no mailer how you say 
I. I was discussins this problem with Henry 
Kaiser who was criticizing an article I wrote about 
lim and linally. I yslted what the government in- 
tended to do with the enormous plant and equip- 
ment that It owned all over the country. The fu- 
ure economy of our country depends beyond any- 
thing now generally realized upon the decisions 
made by the Congress concerning these plants. I 
lad previously made the point that the present 
)eneficiarics of lhc.se operations were really oper- 
ating government-owned enterprises which might, 
after the war. compete with privately-owned enter- 
irises and kill them off. It would mean socializa- 
-ton. if by a slower process than revolution. 


Henry Kaiser, assuming, I am sure, that I was 


criticizing him, read to me his own platform which 
he subsequently placed before a committee of Con- 
gress and which is, tu my mind, nn excellent pre- 
sentation of the case. He said: 
". . . In general, there arc three alternatives. 


The first is for the government to take over and 
operate these plants. The second is lo junk thcsn 
factories, tear them down, or close them up. 1 
cannot believe that cither of these alternatives 
would represent the will of the people or the inten- 
tion of Congress. The third alternative is that 
these facilities should be made available to indus- 
try for the creation of employment without which 
we can have neither peace nor prosperity. . . ." 


He then added these two points: 
I believe they should-.lie operated by American 


industry on either a lease or purchase basis, which 
will be equitable for the established private enter- 
prises which have investnicnts in comparable 
plants, and at the same time slimulalc and en- 
:ouragc competition. Until such lime as. the gov- 
ernment can properly determine the efioct of these 
plants on employment, they should be disposed of 
an terms which would give every operator a fair 
and equitable opportunity to demonstrate his 
ability to operate them for employment and not 
to close them down." 


The real difficulty is with Ihe present Surplus 


Property Act which is elephantine in its com- 
plexities. The laclt of clarity as to government 
policy with regard to these plants, and particularly 
"the scrambled plants." where 
government and 


private ownership arc on the same property, keeps 
business not only confused but frightened. 


Enterprise must prepare well in advance for the 


financing of conversion to peace-time produclion 
and merchandising which they hone may include 
increasing world markets. At present there is no 
clarity on any phase of this problem nor precisely 
where the government authority rests for the ar- 
ranging of terms concerning each individual piant 
which is the only way this question can be handled 
equitably. 


This much is true about the United Statc.1 which 


is not true of any other country, includinc Great 
Britain: We can paddle our own canoe. In fact 
if the final policy of government is sound, we. can 
do it on private capital. In this Henry Kaiser 
agreed. He said: 
"This investment required by private industry 


to operate these plants can come from people's 
savings once confidence has been established, thus 
permitting industry to finance them through banks 
and other conventional means.". 


And so the l«'o ends of that argument rcachec 


the identical conclusions—which. 1 am sure, makes 
it right.

The mayor also appointed Con- 


rad Shuler to serve as superin- 
tendent of the city hall. 


Changing the subject from the 
city hall to the weather on Decem- 
ber 30, 1917. the mercury in the 
city's thermometers dipped.to a 
low of 22 and 26 degrees below 
zero. That winter was one of the 
coldest in a number of years. 


The month of December, 1927. 


was marked by the death of sev- 
eral men who were long prominent 
in the lite of the city. 
It was on December 28. of that 
year, that William G. Maynard. 
for. nine years assistant post- 
master of Kingston, died in his 
home on West Chester street.
